HAMILTON CLUB GIVES A BANQUET. 


Informal Gathering to Hear a Discussion 
on the Present Election Law, 

The Hamilton club held its annual banquet 
last night at its ciub-house in Groveland 
Park. On its invitation card it was called an 
informal dinner. The table, which was 
set for fifty covers, was spread in the banquet- 
room on the top floor, which was profusely 
decorated with American flags. The table 
itself was loaded with a profusion of inter- 
mingled red and white peonies. 

The speakers’ table was set on a dais at the 
end of the room. In the center of it sat the 
President, Arthur Dixon. At his right hand 
sat Samuel F. Hawley and Justice C. D. 
Everett. At his left hand was Saniuel W. 
Allerton and Judge Elbridge Hanecy. 

The dinner was informal in no other sense 
than it, the absence of any printed menu. Its 
dishes were as elegant as a formal banquet. 
The company was called to order by Presi- 
dent Dixon, who announced the subject of 
of deliberation and debate for the evening: 
“Does the present election law prevent 
fraud and illegal voting? This question. he 
said, in view of the recent investigations of 
the grand jury, could be answered only in the 
negative. The law, he thought, was good 
enough, but it was corruptly administered, 
and the blame rested largely with respectable 
people who negiected the primaries. 

Mr. Hawley, the first speaker, said the elec- 
tion law did not prevent fraud and illegal 
voting. But the reason for this lag in the 
fact that it was not supported by the public 
sentiment of the city and the State. Neither 
this nor any other law, he said, could ever se- 
cure an honest election anda fair count un- 
less there was a patriotism in the people which 
would support it and give it vitality. The 
faults he found with the iaw were the practice 
of voting a whole ticket by making a cross in 
the circle and the provision for assisting a 
man who could not read. 

Justice Everett was the next speaker, and 
almost reiterated the sentiments of Mr. Haw- 
ley. No law, he said, would secure honest 
elections unless the people themselves were 
honest. The remedy for all abuses in connec- 
tion with elections was an elevation of public 
sentiment im regard to the subject. He re- 
ferred to the decision of Judge Chetlain or- 
dering the production of the ballots and con- 
demned it. These ballots, he contended, 
were preserved solely for use in 4 contest, and 
would be useless in contests after they had 
been hawked through the courts. Justice Ev- 
erett was followed in addresses by Mr. Aller- 
ton, Judge Hanecy, and several others, all of 
whom expressed similar sentiments. The ex- 
ercises were enlivened by the singing of sev- 
eral humorous and patriotic pieces by the 
Hamilton Club Quartet, composed of Samuel 
L. Davis, F. W. Holder, M. A. Roe, and W. O. 
Smith.

| THE SENATE SUGAR BOODLERS, | 

At last the iniquitous character of the pro- 
posed legislation about sugar has been ex- 
posed and denounced in the house of its 
friends. It was shown a, Monday by Senators 
Aldrich, Allison, others that under the 
bili as it now stands tne sugar planters of the 
South would receive two cents per pound on 
all the sugar they raise this year, and can sell 
it after the beginning of next January for the 
increased price caused by the new duty! The 
bounty would amount to 12 or 15 million 
dollars, and in addition to this the planters 
would share with the trust all the advantage 
toa be gained by selling the same sugar after 
the time set for beginning the taxation of 
sugar imported, which is 40 per cent. Senator 
Aldrich showed that the bill would give the 
réfiners six months in which to gather 
from the markets of the world all the sugar 
they can buy, and then unload it on the peo- 
le at the same price as if it had paid the 40 
percent duty. And he predicted that the 
Treasury would derive no revenue from sugar 
for a year from this date. This because the 
Democratic sugar trust will have laid in be- 
fore the tax goes into effect all the sugar re- 
quired by consumers in the United States for 
ten or twelve months afterwards. And this 
while the revenues of the government are 
running behind expenses at the rate of nearly 
two million dollars per week, The depletion 
of the Treasury is to be ailowed to go on for 
ahother year, without any revenue from the 
high tax imposed on sugar, because the 
planters in the South and the trust jn the 
North want the money, a part of which is to 
bé distributed in the shape of boodle among 
the Senators whose influence carries through 
the measure. 

The Democrats in the Senate were chal- 
lenged to show what public reasons could be 
given for their proposed action. But they 
made no reply, They sat mute on that point. 
They could not défend the outrageous steal, 
but they have voted for it just the same, 
They decided yesterflay that the boodle sugar 
schedule should be a part of the reform 
tariff bill, the vote standing 38 Democrats 
for the boodle bill to 31 Republicans against, 
and that schedule includes the infamous pro- 
vision that the import tax on sugar shall not 
take effect till after the close of this year. 
One or two of the number tried to draw off 
attention from the steal by talking on other 
features of the bill, and managed thus to 
skulk through the time till they could vote 
far the swindle with as innocent countenances

matter of principle and common honesty was 
not allowed to stand in the way of the boodle. 
And it must be boodle of the most glaring 
kind unless that for some of them the excul- 
patory plea of thickheadedness or idiocy be 
urged to save them from the alternative 
charge of selling out the people of the United 
States to the sugar ring. 

Surely the people will have something to 
say about it if these conscienceless Senators 
cause the bill to become a law with the out- 
rageous provision for extending the date to 
pay duty till the close of this year. When 
they find themselves forced to pay about two 


cents per pound extra for all the sugar they 


consume and realize that the whole of that 
increase for twelve months goes into. the 


pockets of the sugar sharks and the Demo- 


cratic Congressional boodlers they will be 
apt to think out loud in regard to the transac- 
tion.

ANOTHER TRAIN ROBBERY, 

The train-robbers have broken loose again. 
A passenger train on the Mobile and Ohio 
railroad was derailed yesterday at a small sta- 
tion about twelve miles from St. Louis by a 
gang of scoundrels whose purpose was rob- 
bery. For some unknown reason the pas- 
sengers escaped both robbery and injury, but 
the engineer of the train was crushed to death 
on his-engine and the fireman was painfully 
injured. One man has been arrested upon 
suspicion, but the real robbers undoubtedly 
will escape by the simple and handy method 
of placing themselves outside the jurisdiction 
of the State authorities.

CUTTING OFF GERMAN SUGAR. 

Senator Allison has unearthed another 
iniquitous feature of the sugar schedule in the 
Senate tariff bill. It is thatthe measure, as 
it now stands, would prohibit, absolutely the 
direct importation of sugar from Germany, 
Austria, and France. The requirement of. 
Sec. 40 is that the ad valorem duty shall be 
assessed upon the actual market value or 
wholesale price of the merchandise as bought 
or sold in usual wholesale quantities at the 
time of exportation to the United States in 
the principal markets of the country whence 
imported and jf the condition in which such 
merchandise is there bought in wholesale 
quantities. 

“ The milk in the cocoanut comes out to 
view with the information that there is a 
heavy internal revenue tax on sugar in Ger- 
many, which raises the ordinary wholesale 
price in the interior cities to more than 5 
cents per pound, and the 40 per cent of im- 
port duty would exceed 2 cents per pound.

Germany, though the export bounty, there 
might permit some sugar to be sent to En- 
gland, from which country it could be im- 
ported by the United States, being taxed here 
on the basis of the price in London. It may 
be an open question as to whether or not Sec. 
40 was framed with deliberate intent to deal 
a heavy blow to German refiners and have 
London making the price on sugar for Europe, 
thereby enabling the trust to control 
the output of the continent from one central 
distributing point. If so, the Gorman-Brice 


combination. acting as agents for the sugar 


trust, may have resembled the fellow whose 
eye was more comprehensive than his stom- 
ach, for the expbsure by Senator Allison is so 
com plete that the Democrats hardly will dare 
to put themselves on record as deliberately 
trying to cut off the direct trade in sugar be- 
tween the United States and the Continent of 
Europe.

Ten thousand peo- 
ple are outside the ery ant while the 
streets in the vicinity of Cherokee Capitol 
and vacant lots and reservations have been 
converted into dabyrinths of tents. 
Brass bands, hand organs, string bands, 
and loud-voiced auctioneers have taken the 
place of the usual quietness of the city, and 
the easy-going citizens who lived here for 
years in peace and quiet are amazed at the 
sudden transformation. The police of the 
city find it a hard task to keep 
the streets passable, and the peo- 
ple continue to come in by the score 
from every direction, There will be scarcely 
standing room in the city if the influx of peo- 
pe continues at the present rate much longer.

MANAGERS MEBT AND ADOPT THE 
NEW CONSTITUTION. 


After a Harmonious Discussion the Work 
That Has Been Under Way for Two 
Months Is Ratified Unanimously=Re- 
port 6f the Committee of Fourteen Is 
Adopted—Discussion of the Caledonian- 
Niagara Term ContracteNew Under- 
writers’ Rules Put in Operation. 

Contrary to expectations the meeting of 
agents ahd insurance managers yesterday 
afternoon was harmonious and the new con- 
stitution which has been disyussed so exten- 
sively.during the last two months was adopted 
by a practically unanimous vote, Gen. Drew 


| presided and for the benefit of the agents and 


managers not included in the working commit- 
tee, and who have not been present at the re- 
gent meetings, outlined the work of the 
committee of fourteen. A number of prom- 
inent general agents made addresses and ad- 
vocated the adoption of the constitution as 
presented by the committee. The brokerage 
question, as anticipated, was a point on which 
some difference of opinion was developed. 
The new tules as they left the committee’s 
hands provided for a central business district 
in which the broker shall be entirely igrored 
and provided for brokerage outside 


ot this district of 7}¢ and 1214 per cent 


respectively on common and . er busi- 
ness. C. S. Pellet offered an amendment do- 
ing away with the prohibited district and 
making the brokerages uniform for the city. 

The proposed amendment, however, was lost 
in a vote of 38 to 13. The report of the 
committee as a whole was then taken up and 
adopted with only one dissenting voice. The 
new organization, known as The Chicago 
Underwriters’ Association,“ then went into 
executive session and selected 8. A. Rother- 
mel as President, C. S. Pellet as Vice-Presi- 
dent, and R. N. Trimmingham as Secretary. 

These officers hold the corresponding offices 
in the old organization, which will de formally 
merged into the new at an early date. The 
meeting adjourned subject to the call of the 
President, Some of them expressed satisfac- 
tion at the prompt indorsement of the work 
of the committee of fourteen, and others 
wondered how ijt all happened that the minor- 
ty opposition, which was quite demonstrative 
a few days ago, should have faded away when 
the time came for action. 


CALEDONIAN-NIAGARA CONTRACT, 


It May Not Be Set Aside So Easily as Is 
Intimated, 

he New York dispatches have intimated 
that the separation of the Caledonian and 
Niagara companies is merely a matter of 
Torm which can be readily adjusted at an 
early date between the two companies and 
have brought out more prominently the re- 
ported elevation cf C. H. Post to an impor- 
tant place.in the Caledonian than his removal 
from the Niagara under a cloud. People who 
are well informed as to the feeling 
between the two companies and between 
the new element in the Niagara 
and Mr. Post do not think the separa- 
tion will be so easy as.is intimated, The 
contract between the two companies was one 
on which the ingenuity of Mr. Post was used 
to good advantage when gis plans were some- 
what different than they are at present. The 
contract runs for a term of ten years, and is 
irrevocable during the first four years of its 
life. At the end of the third year either com- 
pany may give one year's aotice, and termi- 
nate the contract at the end of the fourth 
year. Asthe two companies have only op- 
erated together for two years the statement 
which is current n New York that 
the Caledonian people have given the 
Niagara officials a year’s notice, and 
that such notice will terminate the contract a 
year frum now, is not correct. The’new ele- 
ment in the Niagara Board of Directors is 
com posed of good fighters, and they propose 
to hold the Caledonian to an observance of 
its contract. No one supposes that Manager 
Deucar of the Caledonian will terminate the 
business relations of the two companies and 
stand the damage suit which, would unques- 
tionably follow. They think; howe@er, Mr. 
Post is fully capable of finding some way to 
break or get around the provisions of the ten- 
year contract, and are looking for some move 
from his quarters. The people who are not 
Mr. Post’s partisans say he furnished the 
weapons with which the new members of the 
Niagara board propose now to turn against 
him in their own defense. 


WHAT THE MIDDLEMAN GETS. 


The Commission Rules of the New Board of 
Underwriters. 

The commission provision, which is essen- 
tially the most important element in an under- 
writers’ board, is embodied in Sec. 22 of the 
new cunstitution, and is as follows: 

No allowance of commissions, brokerage, or 
other valuable consideration shall be 2 
except to members of Class No. 1, on any prope 
ty located within the district bounded on the 
north by In¢iana street, east by Lake Michigan, 
south by Twelfth street, and west by Halsted 
street, or on property located in the Union Stock- 
Yards district, nor on grain elevators or con- 
tents, Brokers may be allowed commissions on 
propirty other than above described and located 
as hereinafter provided. For the purpose of 
grading the commissions to paid or re 
ceived, property is hereby divided into two 
classes, to be designa and known as or- 
dinary and 8 The ordinary class 
shall comprise all 7 not hereinafter 
classed as preferred. oT referred ciass shall 
consist af churches, school-houses, public build- 
ings, dwellings, buildings occupied basement 
and first floor as stores exclusively, and above as 
dwellings, or dwellings and offices, private 
stables, and the contents of all buildings abore 
specified, Allowances of commissions and b 
erages arehereby fixed and limited as follows: 
Members within the limitations of their res 
tive privileges, business placed with each other. 
— pay and receive 10 ver cent upon ordinary 

15 per cent on preferred class. To brokers 
of lass 4 7% NK on ordinary and 12 
per cent — — To brokers of class 
Don buildings only, 7% per cout on ordinary, 
2 12% cent on preferred class. Members 
of class No. 2 may allow to, and members of class 
No. Z may receive on business actually written 
by class No, 3, 15 percent on ordinary and 25 
per cent on preferred class. Members may pay 
to their o- solicitors, when compensated by 
commission not ex ing 10 per cent upon 
ordinary ahd 20 per cent on preferred class. 
Solicitors must be compensated oy salary exclu- 
sively or commission exclusively, an where 
compensa tien is commission such 
shall not exceed 10 and 20 per cent. When em- 
ployed on salary said salary must not be less 
than $500 per annum.

ing. This grain advanced one cent from 
the latest price of the night before, 
but this was due more to legitimate influences 
and surroundings than to the defeat of the 
‘elevator men and the possibility that there 
will be no regular warehouses after the Ist of 
July. The effect of the adoption of the 
amendment was more pronounced in coarse 
grains, especially in oats: Stocks of both 
corn and oats are relatively small, with oats 
reserves next to nothing. The fear of ma- 
nipulation in July oats caused asharp advance 
in the price, and some of the buying in corn 
was traceable to like influences. If the 
grain warehouses now recognized on the Board 
of Trade retire to the rank of private eleva- 
tors next month there is room for complica- 
mous. This is especially true of oats, because 
‘the cold and unfavorable weather suggests 
that new oats need not be expected next 
month in any considerable quantity. This, 
with fears of warehouse differences increasing 
rather than diminishing, induced many of the 
shorts to cover. The public stock of wheat is 
so large, coupled with the certainty that all 
grain will continue regular until Jan. 1, that 
shorts in this market are not alarmed, The 
grain registrar reported 17,700.000 bushels 
of wheut in public warehouses good enough 
to pags on speculative contracts. 
Elevator Men Show a Bold Front. 


The temper of the crowd during the regular 
trading session and after the board cl was 
not changed from that of the day before. 
There were ng developments, the elevator 
people maintafumg a firm front without a 
single exception. At the meeting of the 
Board of Directors in the afternoon the sub- 
ject was scarcely broached, according to 
President Raymond, and certainly no action 
taken. The sentiment of nine men out of ten 
was Clearly in the line of an amicable adjust- 
ment of the differences. The warehouse- 
men gay that for themselves there is nothing 
to be done; that they have been voted out, 
and are simply abiding by the decision of the 
vote. 

According to dispatches received by com- 
mission merchants, the decision to force the 
elevators out unless they conform to the 
wishes of the majority has already borne 
fruit. Outsiders who do more or less specu- 
lative business in the Chicago market say 
they will withdraw until the question of regu- 
lar warehouses is settled. No considerable 
number of speculators talked in this manner, 
but enough to suggest the seriousness of the 
situation: The level-headed men in the asso- 
ciation urge immediate action looking toward 
a settlement ot the differences. They argue 
that there is no good reason why the few 
weeks between now and July 1 should slip 
away while the trade gets deeper and deeper 
in the muddle.

The reason why this bond business is not man- 
aged as it oughtto be is that the present Con- 
gress cannot bé coaxed or driven to give the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury the authority which he 
has asked for most urgently. The majority in 
the present Congress is determined to do nothing 
which will make it easier for the Secretary of the 
Treasury to get gold with which to maintain the 
parity of the currency. Astonishing as it may 
seem the dominant element in Congress is de- 
termined to have the Treasury stripped of all its 
gold and the country brought down to a mono- 
metallic silver basis and to 50-cent dollars, thus 
confiscating 50 per cent of all credits, including 
the savings of workingmen. This dominant ele- 
ment accepts without demur a sugar schedule 
which deprives the government for six months of 
the revenue it should have from sugar and diverts 
it—amouhting to about fifty million dollars—to 
the coffers of a trust and to Congressional 
boodlers in the deal. It fools and dawdles over, 
its reform tariff bill, though the customs rev. 
enues have so diminished that it will not be long 
before the Treasury will be empty of money in 
any form. But while throwing away money with 
both hands and letting the finances of the gov- 
ernment and of private citizens go to wreck and 
ruin those Democratic desperadoes insist vas ; 
sionately that no more bonds shail be sold for 
gold and denounces the Secretary of the Treasury 
when he tries to build up his stock of that metal 
in order to keep the paper and silver money at a 
parity with gold. These reckless misrepresenta- 
tives are determined if in their power to knock one: 
half out of the value of the silver and paper cur- 
rency and all deposits and credits and to expel 
all gold money:from circulation.
